Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-1 3, 1 5-20, and 22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With 
regard to Independent Claims 1 and 22, the Applicant has sufficiently amended 
and defined a headlight unit including a reflecting mirror for reflecting light signals 
produced by a light source and a transparent optical deflection element disposed 
in front of the mirror for exhibiting an admission face and exit face for said 
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reflected light signals. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of structural elements claimed herein, specifically wherein at least 
one detachment element being at least one prism arranged on a vertical strip of a 
plurality of vertical strips on the transparent optical deflection element for the 
purpose of obtaining a cut-off line of the light beam that is not flat, and all 
subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
